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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the term "medicine" is 
distinct from "cosmetic." This is not persuasive because there is sufficient overlap between the two terms, for example in the form of a 
"deodoranf as stated on the record. Again, Examiner interprets the claim broadly and views a "deodorant," which was defined by the 
Applicant as "an agent that masks, suppresses, or neutralizes odors, especially a cosmetic applied to the skin to mask body odors," as a 
medicine for those suffering from body odor. In this manner, the claims are interpreted broadly so as to encompass both terms. 

Applicant argues that neither of the cited references provides any suggestion to use the compounds found therein in any food or edible 
substance, because Jensen teaches that some anti-bacterial agents may be used with food. This is not persuasive because Jensen 
discloses the general teaching that anti-bacterial agents can be used in food as presen/atives. Furthemiore, Examiner reminds Applicant 
that the standard for an obviousness rejection is not absolute but a reasonable expectation of success. In the present case, Jensen 
clearly teaches that some anti-bacterial agents may be used with food, as admitted by the Applicants. Although there are millions of other 
antibacterial agents, one of ordinary skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success in preserving food by adding an 
antibacterial agent. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). 

In support for a case of unexpected results in the form of syngergism, Applicants have submitted a Declaration presenting raw data for 
synergism. Accordingly, Applicant's arguments are based on and directed to this Declaration and results therein. Unfortunately, this 
Declaration is not entered for reasons of record. Applicant is advised to file a RCE to have these amendment after final entered. 
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
